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Club discusses change in 


design of 1917 quarter dollar | 


The lack of official records indicating 
why a coat of mail was added to a semi- 
nude Liberty was the chief topic of discus- 
sion during the June 6 meeting of the 
Standing Liberty Quarter Collectors Society 
in Long Beach, Calf. 

About a dozen members and guests met 
briefly in an informal, around-the-table 
meeting during the Long Beach (Calif.) Nu- 
mismatic, Philatelic and Baseball Card Ex- 
position. Society President Keith Saunders 
opened the meeting before turning it over 
to Vice President Joseph P. Abbin. 

Abbin discussed his research into the 
changes made to the design of the Standing 
Liberty quarter dollar in 1917. The most 
obvious change recognized by numismatists 
and others over the years was the covering 
of Liberty’s exposed breast with a coat of 
chain mail. | 

For years, numismatic researchers have 
claimed a huge public outcry forced the 


Mint to cover the offending anatomy. How- 


ever, Abbin’s research in the National Ar- 
chives has not uncovered any official docu- 
mentation suggesting public outcry forced 
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the cover up. 

Abbin notes that the House Resolution 
approving changes — necessary because 
the coin had been introduced in 1916 and 
had not been in use 25 years as required 
by federal law — mentions only the need 
to make the coin stack better. Nothing is 
said about covering Liberty’s semi-nudity. 

Society members discussed whether 
there was any public outcry over the semi- 
nude Liberty, as has been widely claimed 
by some current researchers. There is no 
evidence that such an outcry existed. 

Some in the audience wondered whether 
Charles Barber — Chief Engraver of the 
United States Mint at the time — made the 
changes to the designs to place his own 
stamp on the coin. | 

Members also discussed what represents 
a “full head” on a Standing Liberty quarter 
dollar. Full head coins normally refer to 
well-struck specimens on which Liberty’s 
head is fully detailed. 

Information about full head designation 
will appear in the society’s August issue of 
MacNeil’s Notes. B
